On Sundny -we showed tliut the mis- 
sion of the Attorno7 -General to Ot- 
tiiwa was ostensibly caused hy the 
uction of his government in having, 
on the 10th of July, 1876, drawn on 
the Dominion Government for the sum 
o£ ?l 39,522. 10, on nccount of monies 
expended for cement, niacliiner_v and 
cofifcrdnm work. The draft was dis- 
honored—sent back with the ominous 
words "no fiuuls" written across its 
face. On the 13th Novembor, after 
repented urging, the Dominion Goyorn- 
ment passed an order in council de 
daring tho subsidy in aid of dock con- 
struction to be a loan and not a grant; 
and on the 20th of December follow- 
ing they demanded that they should bo 
allowed to retain the annual subsidy as 
security for dock construction. In 
plain terms, they absolutely, nnequivo 
cally and sensibly decided tbat the 
$250,000 to be paid over by them on 
dock account sliould not be ponsumed 
in liquidating old scores. ^Vllllt they 
want is a graving dock — not a lot of 
rotten cement, utseless machinery and a 
wormeaten coflei'dam which the At- 
torney-General has Inm.self n.saertrd 
in the House "would tumble to i)iecos 
as sooi\ as the water luul been pam[)cd 
out." This lust demand, tho result ot 
his own bungling in July, in having 
drawn for the sum §139,000 ami odd 
to recoup the Province for monies al- 
ready expended on dock account, it 
is cliiimi'd, rendered the trip to Ottawa 
necessary. And when ho yot llierr 
what did he do? Swallowed the 
dispatch of the 19th of July, draft 
and all, and denied— actually denied, 
with official proof to the contrary in 
tht- hands of the Jlini.sters !— that "the 
Provincial Gocnnimfnt hare fnjfcer 
desired io aovpt itni/ puft '>/ the S '^'iO,- 
000 in lirjuidation of Micli pu^l c-pen- 
ditnre." Wliy the tlis[)atch of tho 19th 
July failed to appear in its proper 
place among the graving dock dis 
patches will be now readily under 
stood. It explains a matter the Gor- 
ernment would fain have covered up. 
Without having it before hiu) thi 
reader v.'ould be unable to grasp thr- 
subject. Accordingly, we have dug it 
out of the Public Works report for 
future reference. It will be fomomber 
ed that the Premier and his hand-orgai. 
have alwflvs asserted that the drydock 
grant was a ?ift and not a loan; anci 
that 'J'he Colonist was equally pro- 
nounced in asserting that there was ai. 
absence of documentary evidence in 
support of that contention. We now 
find that aslate as the 1 3 th November last 
the Dominion Government took th, 
same view a.'i ourscflves. since on tha 
date an order in council was i.ssuei 
authorizing the advance of ,'5250,000 to 
bo charged as a debt against the Pro 
vince. K wo erred we erred in good 
company. That the Dominion Govern- 
ment were induced to regard it as a 
grant is due, we are informed, almo.^tt 
entirely to the efforts of j\lr. DeCos- 
Mos, the Premier's time Avhiln at Ot 
tawa being occupieil in conductinL 
a case in which the Province had not 
the remotest interest. 



AN OLD SCORE. 



The Provincial Government are en- 
titled to praise for I'esisting jjayment of 
an old account — amounting to .£6,- 
240 19h. lOd.— being half the cost in- 
curred by the Imperial Government in 
erecting Race Rocks and Fisgard light 
hojses. The claim dates back to the 
old colonial days of 1858, when '•Good 
Sir Ja.mes" was Governor and British 
Columbia and Vancouver island were 
separate colonies. The claim has 
slumbered for lifleen years. Governor 
Douglas proposed that tho two colonic i 
should bear an equal share of the cost. 
Governor Skvmocii on the part of tht' 
Mainland objected, and tk(! Assombly 
of the Island threw out u money- vote 
proposed bv Governor Ke.vnedy for the 
samo object. Since then tho claim 
in the pigeon-holes 
street.

Oity Landing. 

To TiiE Editor of Thk Colonist: — 
Sir : — communication on this subject 
from Mr. G. C. Walker appeared in 
the Standard of Gth inst. jMr. Walk- 
er therein takes umbrage at the action 
of the City Council in ai)i)lying to the 
Local Legislature for a ]n'ivate bill to 
enable them to open up Yate.s street to 
tho water front, by obtaining from Mi\ 
Yates water frontage in line of tho 
street ; the City to give in e.xehango 
the present space allotted for a public 
landing and which lies out of the lino 
of Yates street. 

To quote from Mr. Walker'.s letter, 
ho thinks "it is certainly tho duty of 
tho citizens and taxpayers to see that 
the government are not misled in re- 
gard to tho facts of tho ca.sf"." In this 
ilesiro 1 am quite in accord with i"\Ir. 
Walker: and through tlie medium of 
your columns now supply to the jnib- 
lic facts and partieulnrs in connection 
with the public lauding. 

The project of the oxehango of the 
site of tho landing has Ijcen a subject 
of negotiation extending over a length- 
ened period ; and has met with the 
approval and endorsoniout of si.n ('i-al 
Councils. During the term in which 
Mr. J. S. Drummond was Mayor tho 
Municipal Council thought it desirable 
to have Yatca street opened up to the 
water. Mayor Drummond recpiested 
mo to submit to Mr. Yatos tlie wish of 
the City Council, and to ask liiin to 
give a portion of his water frontage at 
tho foot of Yates street in exchange 
for the public landing. Mr, Yates 
agreed to the request of the City Coun 
cil , and T intiumted in writing 
his assent. The City Couneil in Feb- 
ruary 1878, in reply, wrote to mo that 
they were prejjured tf) ui!il:e th(> ex- 
change, and to receive 2o feet water 
frontage at foot of Y'ates street. After 
.some further negotiation tho • City 
Council in June, 1S7S, definitely ac- 
cepted Mr. Yates' offer of 2.3 feet; and 
tha clerk intimated such accpptnneo in 
writing to iMpssr.'<. Drake and Jaclcson 
who were at the lime acting for ^Ir. 
Yates in the matter. The City Sur- 
veyor was instructed to« make out 
plans for tho conveyances. From 
June to Decend)er 1878 1 continuously 
requested the City Surveyor to have 
the plans made out in orilor to have 
the conveyances completed : and being 
unable to obtain tho plans I instruct 
ed Messrs. Drake and Jackson to urge 

he Council to liavc the exchange ef- 
fected. 

in reply to Drake and Jackson's 
letter, tho City Council in December, 
1878, passed a further resolution to 
make the exchange. Subsequent to 
this period the City Barrister ga\ e the 
opinion that tho Municipal Council 
had not the power to make the ex- 
:hange with ilr. Y'ates ; Init would 
require to obtain for such pur- 
pose a private l)ill jiassed through the 
Local Legislature. In accortlance will 
this opinion, the present City Council 
now apply to the Local Ligisla 
turo for a private bill to enable them 
to carry out the repeatedly arranged 
exchange. 

Tho foregoing explanations and 
particulars are "facts" which are re- 
ipectfuUy commended to citizens and 
ta.^payers whom the parties to tiiis 
contract have no desire to "nnslead.'" 

Mr. Walker further says that "the 
principal objection to tho exchange is 
on account of the rocks on the ^'ates 
property extending so fai' into the har- 
iior that there will be no room for 
boats to lie out of the way of vesscl.s ; " 
also, that "the lot owned by the City is 
every way suitable having a smooth 
beach to high water mark.''

No groundless obstacles should be niadt; 
to delay expenditure and City improve- 
ment. 

Tlie City Council have formally and 
repeatedly made an engagement with 
Mr, Yato.?, He relies upon a fullil 
ment of the arranged transfer, and I 
feel assured that in doing bo lie carries 
with him the support alikn of the Gov 
crnment, citizens and taxpayers.
